Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is responsive to communication filed on February 04, 2005. Tfiis 
amendment has been entered and carefully considered. Claims 1-28 are again 
presented for examination. 

2. The objection to claims 1 5 is withdrawn due to the Amendment filed February 04, 
2005. 

3. The double patenting rejection to claims 1 -28 is withdrawn due to the Terminal 
Disclaimer filed February 04, 2005. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on February 04, 2005 with respect to 112 2"*^, 102(e) 
and 103(a) rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 1 12 

2"*^, 102(e) and 103(a) rejections have been withdrawn. 

5. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record do not teach nor suggest, either alone or in combination, 
aN the limitations of the independent claims of the current invention (claims 1,11 and 
20); particularly a method, an address receiver and a memory controller that uses a 
flow-through circuit and a flow-through gate for generating an enable signal In response 
to a digital address strobe signal and a digital address select signal to activate the 
enable signal prior to receipt of an address packet; and providing a flow-through path 
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from the address pin to a chipset for the first component of the address packet in 
response to the enable signal, such that the first component of the address packet is 
provided to the chipset once the address packet appears on the address pin to expedite 
initiation of decoding of the address packet by the chipset and providing the second 
component of the digital address packet to the chipset. 

Claims 2-10, 12-19 and 20-28 further limit the allowable independent claims. 
These claims are therefore allowable for the same reason as set forth above.
